This is the person who changed the surname from PERRIN to PERRINE, probably when he 
moved to Freehold sometime before 1725. PERRINE is the surname of all New Jersey descendants 
used. In papers of the New York Secretary of State, under GOVERNOR BURNET, an application for 
a matriage license of “DANIEL PARINE, of Freehold, NJ and MARY MARTINO, of Staten Island” is 
found. Here is found the first indication of a PERRIN of this line living in NJ. After their marriage 
they lived near Rahway and a DANIEL PERRIN was a Freeholder in Essex County on | September 
1755; it is believed that this is our subject.* They were affiliated with the Old Tennent Scotch 
Presbyterian Church in Monmouth where their children were baptized. They are thought to have 
moved to Manahawkin in Stafford Township (then Monmouth County, now Ocean County) 
about 1760. They may have moved to this vast wilderness area to put distance between the family 
and the social upheaval of the French and Indian War (1754-1763). 

Their son NATHANIEL died before 5 August 1751; their daughter ELIZABETH died before 
1744 for this is when they named another daughter ELIZABETH. SARAH, daughter of DANIEL 
PERRIN was christened on 16 August 1761 at Christ Church, Shrewsbury, Monmouth County, 
New Jersey and this is believed to be this family. 

There are two East Jersey Proprietary deeds in which DANIEL PERRINE is the grantor. 
Both involve land in Middlesex County; a tract on Millstone Brook was sold to FRANCIS 
HOLLINSHEAD (recorded 18 April 1740) who immediately sold it to JOSHUA and/or DAVID LEE 
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(recorded | and 5 May 1740). The second tract was on the Manalapan River and sold to THOMAS 
WETHERILL (recorded 7 May 1761) who appears to have worked as a purchasing agent for the 
Wisstd ersey Proprietors. There are no transactions that have DANIEL as the grantee for either 
tract. 

What was believed to be DANIEL’S Will was dated 5 March 1777 and proved 20 June 
1777. MARY retained use of the land where they lived and, after her death, it passed to my 5 
daughters. His son JEAMS (JAMES) received the rest of his land with the exception of the salt 
Meadow which was to be sold. JAMES is to pay son DANIEL £20 when he turns 21, and £10 to my 
second son when he turns 21. He left £3 to his grandson BENPERRINE PEIRSON and, ifhe dies 
before reaching 21, then to his brother DANIEL. Executors were his wife MARY and my friend 
JESSE HALSEY and they are to pay my son DANIEL 5 shillings. Witnessing the signature were 
RICHARD BROWN, ABIGAIL CRASLEY, and HENRY CRASLEY.° His son DANIEL was at least 42 in 
1777 and NATHANIEL, his second son, was even older. These call into question the attribution of 
this Will to the subject. See also the Will of BENJAMIN PEIRSON dated 13 June 1774 and proved 
30 November 1774 which has DANIEL PERRINE, JESSE MARSH, and HENRY CRASLEY as 
witnesses and mentions land adjoining DANIEL PERRINE’S. There is also a lawsuit in 1784 of 
JESSE MARSH v DANIEL PERRINE in the Inferior Court of Common Pleas for Monmouth County.’ 
In that action, HEZEKIAH SOUTHARD and his wife JOANNA MARSH filed a complaint alleging 
trespass at a cost of £60 against JESSE HALSEY and S4RAH PERRINE, executors of DANIEL 
PERRINE, deceased. The resolution of the case is not found in the Court file. JOANNA MARSH is 
the administrator for the estate of JESSE MARSH, deceased. In DANIEL’S 1777 Will, Mary 
PERRINE is named as DANIEL’S wife and my wife and JESSE HALSEY are named as executors 
while in the 1784 suit the executors of DANIEL’S estate are named as SARAH PERRINE and JESSE 
HALSEY. More research is necessary to unravel these problems. 

In the 1780 Tax Ratables, there appears a DANIEL PERINE in the Westfield Ward of 
Elizabeth, Essex County, New Jersey, as a householder with | horse and | horned cattle. This 
person is most likely MARY and DANIEL’S grandson, the son of JAMES.* 

It is not known when Mary died, however records in the Minutes of the Monmouth 
County Orphan’s Court from 1789 to 1791 contain details of the settlement of accounts and the 
sale of lands of DANIEL PERRIN (see extracts below). Considering the wording of DANIEL’S will, 
these records may well reflect the sale of the land that MARY had for her use until her death. 
Unfortunately the indices to deeds do not have any entry where land went from DANIEL to JOHN. 
The five daughters, upon the death of their mother, decided to sell the land, thus generating an 
order to sell the land and a condition of the sale document, both of which do appear in the 
records. If this is borne out by the records, then MARY must have died prior to the date of either 
record dealing with the land sale; that is in 1790 at the very latest. Some sources place her burial 
in New York but there is no reference for such a statement. 

In the Manahawkin of this time there were three cemeteries. One on the south side of 
Beach Avenue between North Broadway and the railroad tracks; the Methodist-Episcopal 
adjacent to the church on the north side of Stafford Avenue between the railroad tracks and 
Parker Road; and the Baptist one on the west side of North Broadway, north of Beach Avenue. It 
is not known if they were buried in one of these cemeteries. A possibility is they were interred in 
what is referred to as the Holmansville Presbyterian Cemetery in Jackson Township, Ocean 
County. This cemetery is more correctly named the Family Burial Ground of DANIEL and SARAH 
PERRIN, JR. DANIEL & SARAH set apart a portion of their lands as a family burial ground however 


a great many grave markers have been lost over time and no extant inventory mentions DANIEL

and MARY.

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A 112 Oct 1789 Jesse Halsey, one of the executors; Surrogate Court reported 
accounting showing a balance of £22.3.9 


A 115. Jan 1790 Jesse Halsey; Court reviewed accounting and there being no 
objections, allowed balance as stated. 


A 155. Jul 1790 Jesse Halsey petitions Court, as there is a balance due him of 
£28.3.9, for an order to sell real estate to cover debt. Court orders 
that sale be not prejudicial to Estate and to cover debt only. 
Petitioner to report status at next session. 


A 173. Jan 1791 Jesse Halsey reports sale of property on 3 January ‘last’ to John 
Perrine for £31.1. Court allows.
